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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Allowable Subject Matter

Claims 1-25 are allowed.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The closest prior art is USPN 5,520,996 to Balian et al. (hereinafter referred to as Balian). 
Balian discloses a coated glass article having an exterior surface bearing a coating comprising a 
dielectric layer (3), such as a fluorine doped tin oxide layer, and an exterior layer of substantially 
non-porous silica (4) deposited directly onto the outer surface of the dielectric layer (see entire 
document including column 2, lines 27-43, column 4, lines 19-25 and lines 58-65, and Figure 1). 
Balian discloses that at least one of the layers may be deposited by sputtering (column 5, lines 
52-59). Balian also discloses that at least one of the layers may be deposited pyrolytically 
(column 5, lines 60-63). 

Balian differs from the currently claimed invention because Balian fails to teach or 
suggest the use of a pyrolytically deposited dielectric layer in combination with a sputter 
deposited silica layer. As correctly asserted by the applicant in the remarks filed on 7/24/2003, 
without an appreciation for the technical advantages of providing a pyrolytic dielectric layer in 
combination with a sputtered silica layer, the claimed combination would not be obvious to a 
skilled artisan. A skilled artisan would consider it impractical to deposit different layers of a 
single coating using different deposition methods because a large number of additional items 
would be required to prepare such a coating.
